One* 
tablespoon to a gallon of w ater at 5 
pounds to 50 gallons of water. 
Plant Lice on Melons, etc. Black 
Leaf 40 dust for plant lice made as 
follows: Due ounce of black leaf 40 
and one pound of lime well mixed and 
used as a dust in heat of day. The 
gas given off from this m ixture des­ 
troys the lice so the tem perature m ust

The Forty-fifth Legislature in its 
attem pt t<» expedite m atters iii 
the 
payment of rural aid funds legislated 
into existence a new division of the 
Equalization Division: the State Au 
ditor. According 
to this 
law 
state auditor is directed to admit all 
applications for aid after same haw 
been passed on 
by the director of 
equalization and when such applica­ 
tion has been approved by said di­ 
rector, it shall then be tin* duty ot 
the state auditor to approve, modify 
or reject such application before same 
is presented 
to the state board of 
education by the director of equaliza­ 
tion.” Heretofore the first fifty per­ 
cent payment of salary aid has be* ii 
made in December, but 
tine to the 
action of the legislature no monies 
can be paid to the school units until 
the deputy state superintendents have 
completed 
their 
supervisory 
visita­ 
tions which date th*' legislature has 
s.et at January 15. Hence, it is im-: 
possible for til** director * f equaliza­ 
tion to make recommendations until 
after that date, and then the ul t ice of 
tile state auditor must make an au­ 
dit and signify approval or rejection 
before 
any payments can lie made. 
Even though the director of equali­ 
zation might 
conceivably 
make bis 
recommendations on the date at Ja n ­ 
uary 16 it would be impossible for 
him 
to make a payment until the 
state auditor had made Ids audit. 
The chief difficulty in the adm inis­ 
tration of the equalization law is not 
within the state board of educations 
province nor within that of the state 
superintendent of public instruction, 
but, rather, the main fault lies in the 
fact that the program is tremendous­ 
ly large, with only a small sum of 
money with which to operate it. W ith 
many

schools 
showing 
large deficits from year to year, and , 
iv iih ilie anticipated growth aud ex- « 
pansion of our schools, an annual ap , 
propriatioii cf at least $10,000,000.00 ; 
wilt be required to do iii*1 job proper- , 
Iv. Em ii w ii Ii such an appropriation ; 
J i- id cee I ie in \ ill even detail will be 
noeessaiy. 
With Ute school 
officials 
having to prepare their budge! on a 
basis of IOO per cent tax collections, 
—which would be a marvel in any age 
VI,,iv such a tiling ie In* consumated. 
I t is impossible to meet the actual, 
costs of t he school wit h the money J 
at hand. The teachers are being fore-; 
cd to 
accept huge reductions thru 
failure of rite school officials to se I 
cure from Ute state the money, which,, 
under sworn oath, they said would I 
be required to balance their budgets. 
And it is certain th at so long as the 
local districts cannot support 
their 
schools the state will be forced to 
step in and provide the education to 
which the children are entitled. The 
following factors must be taken in­ 
to consideration: 
(I). Schools not now levying the 
requisite tax rate will year by year 
vote such tax rate as will render them 
eligible 
to participate in the fund. 
(2). The improved highways and la­ 
teral highways in every county 
of 
the state mean that the transporta­ 
tion money of the equalization fund 
will be depleted more and more un­ 
less more and more funds for that 
purpose are provided by the legisla­ 
tu re to take care of the increasing 
volume of school transportation. (3). 


The creation 
of rural high school* 
and the ever increasing consolidation 
of schools mean a deeper and deeper 
drain 
Upo„ 
the transportation and 
high sclio* I tuition funds of the equal­ 
ization fund. (4>. The improvement 
of negro schools, and the increasing 
enrollment of negro schools, ami the 
higher salaries cf negro reachers will 
mean a deeper inroad into the equali­ 
zation 
fund in the 
future because 
there 
will 
lie greater 
demands tor 
negro salary aid schools 
to secure 
these 
advantages.

school pupils graduate, their parents 
are demanding that they secure the 
ad vantages of higher and fully ac­ 
credited high schools and this will ne J 
a severe drain upon the lands for ;
